Senator Jones ia confessedly a 
radical free coinage man. Dr. Andrews 
bas written an interesting volume on 'The 
Gold Dollar,' and his views are almost rad- 
ically against free silver. Director Leech 
believes that there is too much silver in the 
market, and Congressman McCreary is in- 
clined to side with Senator Jones, although 
by no means as radical on tbe subject. We 
have bad no conference as yet, bnt each 
has had a talk with Secretary Foster, and 
our duties have been clearly defined. 
We 


have authority simply to disonss and pro- 
pose, but DO power for final action, 
I 


doubt if any of tbe delegates from othar 
countries will have plenipotentiary author- 


ity. 
The deliberations will in all likeli- 


hood be conducted in tbe English language. 
Tbe American delegates will argue for bi- 
metaliam, and it is likely that oar most 
bitter opponents will be the English dele- 
gations, who, I understand, believe that 
we ore making a grievous error iu purchas- 
ing 4,500,000 ounces of silver per month. 
Tbey tbiuk to stop coining this great mass 
of silver dollars monthly would drive more 
bullion abroad, and in that way favorably 
affect tbe silver market, 


"No proposition looking to an indorse- 


ment of free coinage of silver will probably 
be submittvd by any of the American rep- 
resentatives. Senator Jones was in Wash- 
ington at tbe time I conferred with the sec- 
retaries and I feel sure he will agree on the 
•bimetallism' compromiRe measure which 
we will urge for adoption by the confer- 
ence."

Chemical Effect of Lightning.
